Over 400,000,000 of people make their 
wants known by its jargon, while only 
100,000,000 of the human race speak 
the English tongue. But wipe out the 
English language of the world, and 
how would the tide of human knowl- 
edge roll backward. 


THE new officers of this Adminis- 
tration do not talk loudly of re- 
form,“ but still they are quietly intro- 
ducing some excellent reforms in the 
various departments of public service. 
Among the commendable changes 
proposed is that of Secretary Proc- 
tor’s, which proposes to do away with 
Sunday dress parades in the regular 
army. These parades are altogether 
unnecessary upon the Sabbath, and 
their discontinuance is a step in the 
right direction, which will meet with 
the approval of the public generally. 


Some of the Southern Republicans 
are disposed to be bitter in their com- 
plaints of the President on the ground 
that he has not given important offices 
to southern men, and that he has not 
shown any disposition to remove the 
Democratic officials in the Southern 
States. The fact about the southern 
offices and the southern Republicans 
seems to be that the President does 
not intend to have any reproaches 
brought upon his Administration by 
injurious appointments in the South 
and that he intends to go slow. The 
President has frankly told some of the 
visiting delegations that he does not 
expect at present to make many ap- 
pointments in the South, and that the 
applicants will not promote their 
chances by remaining about thg hatels 
of Washington. 


Kansas Crr has gone to work in 
good earnest to secure the rigid en- 
forcement of her prohibitory law, be- 
lieving that a law is worth nothing 
without enforcement. The liquor 
dealers having grown insolent and de- 
fiant, the authorfties took them in 
hand, and sent a score or more of them 
to prison for long*terms, besides im- 
posing on them a fine of $100 for every 
glass of intoxicants they had been con- 
victed of vending.

A DISGRACEFUL LAW. 


At the recent session of the Maine 
Legislature the following outrageous 
law was passed: 


' “Whoever goes about from town to town, 
or from place to place, in al y town, asking 
for food or shelter, or begeing or subsistin 
upon charity, shall be deemed a tramp, an 
be imprisoned in the County Jail for not 
less than 60 days, at hard labor, for 10 hours 
each day, Sundays excepted. And. should 
any person so sentenced refuse to labor in 
accordance with the provision of this sec- 
tion, he shall be provided with no food, eu- 
cept bread and water, until he shall consent 
to labor in conformity with the reguire- 
ments of this section.” 


Under this precious statute three 
honest woodchoppers were sent to jail 
the other day, at Biddeford, for sixty 
Jays. Their offense was that they had 
applied at the station-house in that 
city for a night’s lodging. Having ex- 
hausted their means, they started to 
walk out in search of work, when, 
having asked for shelter, they were 
arrested and imprisoned under an act 
of which they had never heard. 

Now, we submit that things have 
come to a pretty pass if in any portion 
of this great and formerly hospitable 
country, an honest man who has ex- 
hausted his means in searching for 
work can be imprisoned like a felon 
for two months, and the brand of in- 
famy fastened upon him for life, for 
merely having asked for a night’s 
shelter. The passage of such an act 
by an American State Legislature is 
calculated to make every honest 
American blush with shame. The pro- 
fessional tramps are a nuisance and a 
danger, and no decent citizen would 
complain of a law to restrain and pun- 
ish them, but a law which makes no 
distinction between the victims of a 
temporary misfortune and lifelong 
beggars and criminals is an outrage 
which makes poverty a crime and puts 
& premium upon theft. 


THE BUNCO CASE.

The failure to hold the bunco men 
on the charge of felony was a lament- 
able failure of justice. If ever there 
was a plain case made out against 
men charged with crime, it certainly 
seemed, to unprejudiced observers, 
that this was one. We are not pre- 
pared to distribute the blame for this 
miscarriage of justice between the 
court and the prosecuting officers, or 
to say just where most of that blame 
belongs, but, whoever are the culpable 
parties, the result to this city remains 
the same. It will most assuredly give 
Los Angeles a black eye in the East, 
where the prosecuting witness is very 
well known. He will go back home 
and tell how, even when a case is as 
plain as daylight, it is impossible to 
hold thieves and swindlers in this 
city. 
. The difficulty of punishing wrong- 
doers who have command of means is 
indeed a grave ahd.growing one, not 
only in Los Apgeles, but throughout 
the country. There is a class of law- 
yers who make a specialty of clearing 
criminals—of course for a considera- 
tion. These men make astudy of the 
loopholes in the laws, hy which the ob- 
jects of the framers of those laws may 
be defeated. In jury trials, there is 
sure to be a hung jury. In other cases, 


different tactics are adopted, but al-. 


ways with the same result—the dis- 
charge of men who should be behind 
prison bars. 

When it gets to the pass that a man 
who has money can scarcely be pun- 
ished in the courts, the State is in

FROM SANTA CLARA, 


Kelating His Expericnces—Perils by 
Land—Voyaging by Mule, Wagon 
and Foot—Grand and 
Hard Lines. 


Mr. D. J. Kgnny, a correspondent of 
the New York World, 1s at present 
stopping at the Raymond, where he 
was yesterday interviewed by a repre- 
sentative of Tue Times. He is rest- 
ing from a trip to the Santa Clara 
mines, of Lower California. Tur 
Tptes’s commissioner extracted the 
following information from Mr.

Fernando 
de Landero, Government Mining In- 
ag for Mexico, left Ensenada for 
the Santa Clara gold mining district. 
They were well provided with provis- 
ions, blankets, and every accessory to 
make the trip as pleasant as it is possi- . 
ble to make a * the worst roads 
in the world. ese honorable gen- 
tlemen were ee. and thumped 
around in a spring n drawn by 
six horses until every oint in them 
was dislocated, snd. until they were 
pounded almost to death. Mr. Kenny 
reports that he never saw so rough a 
road, and that he would not in 
over it for a million dollars. For 
miles and miles they trailed on razor- 
backs thousands of feet above the sea, 
while precipices to the right and left 
looked down into yawning chasms 
thousands of feet below. At one 
point one of the lead horses made a 
misstep, and in an instant was hang- 
ing by the harness. They were com- 
pelled to cut him loose, and he fell 
feet. The rattlesnakes and 
wild beasts deep down in the 
cafion were disturbed by the sudden 
falling of the horse; but in an hour all 
was quiet, and the weary — * 
went on their way minus a good and 
faithful horse. 

Mr. Kenny sa 1 be he would not repeat 
the trip for millions. “No amoypt of 
money,“ said he, “could induce me to 
go over that road again. It is the 
worst road ever traveled by man or 
beast; and it is about all a man’s life 
is worth to go overit. Broken wagons, 
dead horses and famished men were 
‘found strewn along the way for many 
miles.“ Screw taps, bolts and pieces 
of all kinds were taken from disabled 
vehicles, and used in repairing the 
wagon occupied by the distinguished 
party, | for they broke down many times. 

ovisions found in disabled wagons 
were taken in charge, and dealt out to 
ly oe and starving men, found on 
the road towards home. Across deep 
guiches and over fearful heights these 
weary travelers went on until they 
reached the mines. For 20 miles in 
every direction around the district are 
rocks, and rocks in awful grandeur, 
ae until one tires of phe sight. The 

t 10 miles before reaching the 
mines were made on mules, or rather 
the gentlemen walked and led the 
mules for company.

He thinks it 
will pay to put up quartz mills, and 
that a permanent camp will be the 
result.
